Tc is true that the animal "rights" 
issue is receiving more publicity 
in newspapers, and more magazines, 


as well, are devoting pages to the 


issue. Looking over the last few 
months, three magazines have given 
space to the issue: a very supportive 
editorial entitled "Torturing Animals: 
_ What's Next?" (By Peter Worthington) 
‘appeared in the November 1985 issue 
“of Influence magazine; a  liberalish, 
‘pro-legislative article entitled "The 


Fur Trade: Must It Die of Shame?" 
(by John Dyson) appeared in the December 
1985 issue of Readers' . Digest; and 
a ridiculously ignorant article appeared 
in the January 1986 issue of Saturday 
Night magazine entitled "Monkey Business" 
(By Robert Fulford). 


Peter Worthington has previously made 
known his support for animal Drighrisht 
in earlier articles, so his editorial 
comes with little surprise. He makes 
some excellent and strong remarks 
that one doesn't usually see in any 
mainstream, glossy publications. 
Although he "accepts the need for 
some research using animals", his 
editorial touches on the horrors of 
cosmetic testing, the use of baboons 
at the University of Western Ontario, 
pain research and the Head-LInjury 


Laboratory and break-in. 
the labs as the 


He describes 
"Auschwitzes and Belsens 


of modern society", and asks these 
questions; "(Do researchers) develop 
a self-protecting callousness? Just 
as those who performed medical exper- 
iments in the Nazi era became hardened 
to human suffering....do animal 
researchers develop a similar immunity 
to the pain of others?" At the end 


of his editorial he notes the parallels 


between speciesism and racism, and 
gives support to the new book "In 
Defense of Animals" (edited by Peter 
Singer, and available from the S.G. 
for $6.95). 

John Dyson's article in the Readers’ 


Digest gives the reader good information 
on the kinds of traps used and supports 
the banning of the leghold trap. 
He believes that the 


economic benefits 


are more important than animal lives, 
and he uses the (tired) argument of 
"native people clinging to subsistence 
lifestyles" to defend his point of 
view. Here are some of his more 
ludicrous comments: "A good trapper 
can plan his harvests, like a wildlife 
farmer", or "Unless the brutality 
is eradicated, the Fur Market will 
wither to nothing". How do you take 
the brutality out of murder? With 
"nice" traps?! The article did give 
publicity to some of the actions and 
campaigns that have happened and che 


following are those excerpted paragraphs: 


Anti-tur activists seem to be shift- 
ing from a policy of conservation and 
wise use of animals toward protec- 
tion and no use. One million British 
households have been mailed appeals 
by the Royal Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals (RSPCA) 
for help “to take the cruelty out of 
fashion." Theimmediateaim istocut 
demand for fur by one third. The 
RSPCA's chief wildlife officer, Ste- 
fan Ormrod, says: “A moral revolu- 
tion is sweeping Europe, and I'm 
afraid the fur trade will be its victim.” 

The campaigns in Europe are bol- 
stered by Canadian groups. In June 
1985 the Ontario Humane Society 
(OHS) dropped its long-standing 
commitment to work toward more 
humane trapping and called for abo- 
lition of all trapping. “The cruelty 
on the traplines in just one day ex- 
ceeds ten years of the seal hunt,” 
says president Tom Hughes. “It's 
nonsense to imagine it will ever be- 
come humane, so the only answer is 
to ban it.” Says George Clements of 
the Vancouver-based Association 
for the Protection of Fur-Bearing 
Animals, whose film Canada's 
Shame was recently shown widely in 
Europe: “Our aim is to teil consum- 
ers how every soft pelt that makes a 
fur coat bleeds and hurts before it 
dies.” 

The feeling against fur is fueled by 
other animal-rights campaigns. In 
Britain fox hunts and angling con- 
tests have been disrupted, and there 
have been assaults, inciuding a fire- 
bomb attack, an scientists using 
animals for cancer research. Animal- 
rights splinter groups have sent a 
parcel bomb to Prime Minister Mar- 
saret Thatcher and — apparently to 
protest the seal hunt — an explosive 
device to the Canadian High Com- 
mission in London. In Europe furri- 
er shops have been vandalized, fur 
farms attacked and animals released. 
Women wearing furs have been spat 
on or spray-painted in the streets. 

In Toronto last April fur mer- 
chants Andrew and Steven Good- 
man found “No More Death” 
spray-painted over their windows, 
and red “blood” streaming from the 
doorway. 


But fur trapping, this oldest and 
most traditional of Canadian enter- 
prises, is threatened with extinction. 
The same strident international pro- 
test movement that effectively killed 
off the Newfoundland seal hunt is 
intent on wiping out the fur trade. 
The president of the Fur Council of 
Canada, Victor Topper of Toronto, 
says: “The fur industry is in a fight 
for its life.” 


A giant Greenpeace billboard 
that was displayed on British streets 
showed an elegant woman trailing a 
fur coat, its hem streaming a river of 
blood. The caption: “It takes up to 
40 dumb animals to make a fur coat. 
But only one to wear it." 

Anti-fur campaigns played a ma- 
jor role (along with other market 
factors) in reducing direct exports of 
Canadian raw fur to Europe from 
$159 million in 1981 to $77 million 
in 1984. Europe is the market for 
Canadian wild fur, because that is 
where 85 percent of pelts are ulti- 
mately retailed as garments. The 
Fur Council's Topper says: "In 
three years we've seen the Swiss 
market decline by a third, West Ger- 
man sales by two thirds, and in 
France, Holland and Belgium the 
market has virtually dried up. Now 
the U.K. is on the hit list.”

(This article is dedicated to all 
those who know me but don't understand 
why I give my time and effort for 
Animal Liberation.) 


It was at a Mobilization For Animals 
literature table in a shopping mall 
when the animal rights movement first 
entered my life. A poster of a cat 
in a restraining device, in God only 
knows how much pain, had drawn my 
attention. All the feeling had left 
my soul; I felt ashamed of being human. 
I felt hatred toward those who had 
caused the suffering. Wanting to 
do something, it was then that I became 
involved. 


The helplessness of that cat had made 
me see something I wasn't aware of. 
I stared at the poster for a long 
time, sorting out a lot of feelings. 
I left for home after making a donation, 
taking some literature and with a 
changed attitude. 


That scene haunted me! It wasn't 
moral. A cat is a free creature by 
nature, independent and proud. To 


restrain such an animal like that, 
I felt, just wasn't right. 


I had taken in a stray only a few 
weeks before and the thought of my 
new friend in a torture device Like 
that scared me into rethinking amy 
personal views of the animal rights 
issue. It involved changing my lifestyle 
to the same degree as my new thoughts 
of morality. 


To my family, friends and neighbours 
I preach animal rights. Making the 
pitch for the cause. Nothing is as 
sweet as helping a friend to see the 
light. 


The use of animals is so widespread 
- touching almost all aspects of human 
existence = that it is not surprising 
to find attitudes that differ so much, 
even among those on the same side 
of an issue. The dreams, goals and 
realities of animal liberation vary 
Erom individual to individual. 


I have seen small differences in policy 
come between very committed people. 
Any forward step, even a small one, 
is a positive step towards the final 
goal. We must continue to pull together. 
There has to be a feeling of being 
committed; it helps one to keep going 
to meetings, demonstrations and direct 
actions. 


And I dream, I dream often. I dream 
for the future. A time when the word 
trapline falls into disuse, when all 
food is born of the soil, when ‘sport’ 
no longer involves the death of one 
participant, a time when the laboratory 
walls no longer echo with unheard 
screams. I dream for the judgement 
day! 


I am involved in this cause to end 
the suffering. And someday I know 
we will succeed. But I became involved 
when an image of horror shook me from 
complaceny.

Oak Ridges, Ontario: December 1985 


ALF Activists raided the yard of an 
old house in Oak Ridges and rescued 
eight dogs from deplorable conditions. 
Because the "owner" is a known animal 
abuser, a warning was painted on his 
fence as well as slogans. The dogs 
were successfully adopted within two 
days. 

Toronto Actions 

December 13, 1985: 

Several fur stores had their locks 
jammed with toothpicks and superglued. 
December 14, 1985: 

A two-foot hole was cut in a fence 
caging Arctic Wolves at the Toronto 
Zoo, allowing 13 wolves to escape. 
All were eventually recaptured. A 
$10,000 reward was posted for the 
capture of the "vandals". (This action 
was unclaimed.) 

December 21, 1985: 

Two fur stores had locks glued. 
A Kentucky Fried Chicken outlet had 
locks glued and was spray—painted 


with blood-red "Meat is Murder" slogans. 


The "bucket" sign had a hole smashed 
in it by a brickbat. 

January 3, 1986: 

Seventeen fur stores had their locks 
jammed with pieces of broken toothpicks. 
One store, Victory Furs on Bloor, 
had been hit once before and now has 
a notice on the door warning that 


its door and windows are now electrified 
with 120 volts when closed! Don't 
be fooled by this ridiculous claim.

In the final article. we're looking 
at, we start off with a graphic showing 
a photograph of a monkey, with a research 
device added by an "artist" to the 
monkey's head, set on graph paper 
with a new-wave look.
